A Jewish state must be created 
immediately in Palestine “lest 
anything unforseen occurs.”

STYBEL WAS BORN in a small town im Poland; studied the 
Talmud, read modern Hebrew literature, came to work in Warsaw, 
became a leather importer, grew rich during the war, and im 
mediately became: the greatest maecenas of Hebrew: literature im 
all history. As the successive upheavals of the generation drove 
him from country to country;, he: moved the seat: of the Styhel 
Publishing House to Warsaw, to Berlin, to Leipsig, to New York, 
and he had: branches: in Palestine and’ other countries;, He published 
Hatekufah (originally, as a quarterly’, Miklat (a: monthly magazine 
in, New York), and. many hundreds of books: im Hebrew,, original ang 
translated,.on every conceivable. topic. 

When he had much money, he paid. Hebrew writers for their 
work. with. a. lavishness that is hard to. believe, and some. of them 
took advantage of him. But to him. the Hebrew language wag 
a overwhelming passion and nothing gave him: more. pleasure tg 
gratify that passion and to give of himself to.the cause. From time 
to time he dabbled.in writing. Hebrew—semi-autobiographic fiction, 
notes on meetings. with the great men of the age, observations, 
views.. They make interesting reading. But nothing fascinated him 
more than a good book in Hebrew, whether he published it himself 
or not, and no man was more precious to him than a man who de& 
voted his energies to promoting Hebrew literature in one way or 
another. He was extremely fond of Daniel Persky. “IT am sure” 
he told me many times, “that if Persky ever had the money I 
had in Moscow, he would do with it exactly what I did.” 


STYBEL WAS the most modest, the most humble man of fame 
I have ever met. He was extremely kind, extremely warm hearted 
and friendly. His loves were strong; his dislikes and’ resentment® 
slight. “When I am disillusioned im a man,” he told’ me, “I merely. 
dismiss him out of my mind.” 

Not that he was always right im his: likes and dislikes: Througit- 
out his life he often trusted the wrong people and ‘sometimes: diz 
trusted. the people he ought to have trusted!

A better introduc- 
tion to the vision and purpose 
of this firm than the Schocken 
Reader, it is hard to conceive. 

THE READER contains choice 
selections from recent and forth- 
coming Schocken publications.

Jewish Music Is More Than “Eili Eili” 


ESPITE our reputation as a people of culiure, we Jews are 
deplorably poor in any history or tradition or folkways in 
the arts. There are valid historical and religious reasons for this 
state of affairs, but the reasons do not alter the circumstances. 
Jn seeking a suitable name for a new Zionist Little Theatre we 
were struck by the lack of dramatic tradition in 
our lore; though we speak of our great syna- 
gogue music it is not generally realized that not 
until the 19th century was an effort made to 
preserve this music in written form. 

And in art I often recall the story once told 
to me by Bezalel-Schatz, son ‘of the famous Pal- 
estinian, and himself an artist of note. Critics 
at a Parish art show once criticized his use of 
oranges and reds and other bold hues in a paint- 
ing. There were not true to the Jewish spirit, 
they maintained; Jewish artists should use only 
the grays and purples, and other dark, somber tones. 

ALL THIS is by way of introduction of the Vinaver Chorus, 
a group of 36 voices under the direction of Chemjo Vinaver, which 
presented its first concert last week in New York, at Times Hall. 
A year ago, when I heard the Halevi Choral Society in Chicago 
I exclaimed at the fact that New York did not have a comparable 
group. Mr. Vinaver has now more than filled the gap. Some six 
thousand persons at the Manhattan Center victory celebration of 
the Z.O.A. a few weeks earlier heard a sample of the chorus’ of- 
ferings, and a smaller, but capacity audience at Times Hall paid 
equal tribute to American Jewry’s newest cultural institution. 





I don’t pretend to be a connoisseur of music. I take the word 
of the New York Times critic the following morning that it was 
g great musical experience. But I am interested in the project as 
an indication of the increasing cultural maturity of the Jewish 
community here, 


To be sure, not every one in the audience understood all the 
gubtleties of the music which we heard. Some of us—like the opera 
audience which sits heavily through the evening, waiting for the, 
popular arias—were loudest in our applause and appreciation of 
such numbers as “El Yivne Ha-Galal” and “Bamidbar.’ But there 


‘was no denying the beauty and sensitivity of the complete per 


formance, 


NOT ALL MEMBERS of the chorus are Jews, and it may have 
seemed incongruous for the Dugan girl, and for Mrs. Monachino’s 
daughter to join lustily in the dialectic Talmudic discussion of 
“Bameh Madlikim.” Yet do nct Jan Peerce and Ruchard Tucker 
star in Italian operas on the Metropolitan stage? The appearance 
of non-Jews in the chorus was a tribute to Jewish music as such,’ 
and not, as in the case of certain temple religious services, a “chul 
ful Ha-shem.” 


On the other hand, one might object to the inclusion in the 
program of music by Palestrina and Schubert, even with the justi 
fication that they wrote for Biblical texts. How out of keeping with 
the rest of the program was the rendition of Palestrina’s “Haec 
Dies;” how much more fitting would have been the glorious He- 
brew text, “Zeh -Hayom Asah Adonoy” ... An otherwise enthusi 
astic audience seemed sparing of its applause at this point. 


THE VINAVER CHORUS, it should be clearly understood, of- 
fers an exhilarating and uplifting evening. It may come as a shock 
to-some to realize how debauched our standards have become 
as a result of technical progress, when they hear the human voice 
in an auditorium unaided by microphones and electric amplifiers. 
These were genuine voices, not the artificial sounds set up by an 
electrically charged metallic diaphragm. 


Something should be said, too, of the modest yet extraordin- 
arily talented conductor, I may say of him, with no disrepect in- 
tended to others, that he is the first eminent refugee I have met 
who disclaims all claim fo the title “Doctor” and prefers to be 
known as Mr. Vinaver. 


The next concerts of the Chorus will be on Jan. 10, Feb. 2, 
Feb. 21, Mareh 8 and March 20. The Chorus is sponsored by 
Friends of Choral Art, 132 West 36th St., New York 18, N. Y.

O the Christian neighbors I extend warm- 

est greetings of the season by way of 
a Christmas card. It is none of those cards 
of the holiday greeting trade but rather it 
gets its color out of the heart of whatever 
neighbor reads this. He has the materials, I 
hope; a bit of compassion, some bright colors 
of justice, the dazzling light of brotherhood, 
the Golden Rule which he received from the 
young Jew whose birth he 
celebrates at this season. 

Oh, it’s a lovely card he 
can make for himself out of 
these materials. For this is 
the card out of his own be- 
ing, out of the lights which 
he has been given by the 
one whose birth he cele- 
brates this time of year. 

I give the neighbors the 
design for this card: 

It’s a wilderness in Palestine and the Wise 
Men stand lost there searching the heavens 
for the Star that was to become so renowned 
in Christian faith. It had guided them this 
far toward Bethlehem where a certain child 
was about to be born. They had stopped to 
rest, for the way had been long and arduous 
over the Palestinian hills. Even for their faith- 
ful camels the day-long journey under the 
blazing sun had been hard. They rested there 
in the cool of the evening. 

The Wise Men had said the Hebrew prayers 
of the evening ... “Blessed art Thou, O Lord 
our God, King of the Universe, who at Thy 
word bringest on the evening twilight, with 
wisdom openest the gates of the heavens and 
with understanding changest times and vari- 
est the seasons and arrangest the stars in 
their watches in the sky, according to Thy 
will . . . Blessed art Thou, O Lord who bring- 
est on the evening twilight.” 

THEN THEY had partaken of the bread and 
water they carried with them and had stretched 
themselves in the brush on the hillside to sleep. 
They had said the prayer “Into Thy hands I 
commend my spirit, when I sleep and when 
I wake ... The Lord is with me and I will 
not fear.” But even after he had commended 
himself to God in this way one of them 
could not sleep. He remained mindful of the 
camels that must be thirsting. Because he 
was troubled on account of them sleep came 
not to his eyes. Sleep was heavy on his eyes, 
yet he could not sleep and he arose, 

He remembered the blessing he uttered 
upon awakening every morning when he 
looked at the new sun in_ thankfulness: 
“Blessed art Thou, O Lord our God, King of 
the universe, who removest sleep from mine 
eyes and slumber from mine eyelids.” He re- 
cited it now, though it was evening and though 
it was not in strict compliance with the He- 
brew ritual to say in the evening prayer that 
was for the morning. He was thankful for the 
goodness of God who had caused sleep to 
be removed from his eyes on account of the 
camels that thirsted. They were among the 
least creatures but God had kept him awake 





that he might go and quench their thirst. 

Then he took up a pail and went searching 
for water for the camels. He went a long way 
to find water for them. The way was over a 
hill to a brook in the valley. While he was 
gone the other Wise Men awoke to make ready 
to resume their pourney toward Bethlehem. 
One and another of them looked up to the 
skies toward the friendly Star that had guided 
them this far, 


But, lo, it was not to be séen anywhere, and 
they climbed the highest hill to find it. They 
Searched toward the horizon and they spoke 
to God from the context of the prayer they 
had recited at evening: “O Lord our God, King 
of the universe who arrangest the stars in 
their watches in the sky, according to Thy 
will.”

UROPE is the greatest reservoir of story material in the world 

today, according to Lionel Shapiro, noted war reporter and 
now CBS Rome correspondent, who arrived in Hollywood this 
week for a visit at Paramount studio which is filming his first 
novel, the dramatic “Sealed Verdict,” with Ray Milland in the star- 
ring role. 

Shapiro, who has covered over 10,000 
miles, through eighteen European and Mid- 
dle-Eastern countries since the war’s end 
as a foreign correspondent, also believes 
that American writers could find a wealth of 
exciting stories in postwar Europe.

HOSE beginner cooks who wish they had watched their moth- 

ers more closely can get an idea about how she prepared pot 
roasts and gravy from these suggestions: 

POT ROAST 

3 to 4 pounds beef 1 onion, chopped 
flour, salt, pepper 1 cup boiling water 
2 tablespoons fat 1 or 2 bay leaves 

Sprinkle the meat with flour. Heat fat in pot, add chopped 
onion and let brown, add meat and brown on all sides. Season meat 
with salt and pepper. Add boiling water, add bay leaves, cover 
pot tightly and let simmer over slow fire three hours or until 
meat is tender. If necessary to add more water, add it a little at 
a time; or use stewed tomatoes or tomato juice instead of water. 

POT-ROAST GRAVY 
Number 1 

Remove meat from pot. Skim off fat from meat liquid, and, 
for each cup of gravy you wish to make, place 2 tablespoons of 
the fat in a pan over a slow fire. Stir in an equal quantity of 
flour, and let cook, stirring constantly, until the mixture is well 
blended and the flour browned. Gradually add the meat liquid, 
then as much water or soup stock as is necessary to make up 
the quantity of gravy you desire, and let cook, stirring constantly, 


» until the gravy is smooth and thickened and no taste of raw flour 


remains. Add salt and pepper if necessary. 
Number 2 

Remove meat from pot. Skim off some of the fat so that 
the gravy will not be too fat. For each cup of liquid left in the 
pot, blend 1 tablespoon flour to a smooth paste with 1 tablespoon 
cold water, add the paste to the hot liquid, and let cook, stir- 
ring constantly, until the gravy is smooth and thickened and no 
taste of raw flour remains. Add salt and pepper if necessary.

NN the columnists who write ex- 

clusively for The Post, I feel 

that we have the best staff of any 
Anglo-Jewish publication, and I 
have often so written. But there’s 
one man, certainly as good as 
any on our staff, who I wish were 
writing for us. He’s Bob Segal, 
of Boston, who writes a column, 
“As We Were Saying,” for his 
brother’s paper, The American 
Israelite of Cincinnati. 

In the fraternity world there's 
been some ferment as you must 
have noticed over the refusal of 
most fraternities to admit Jews, 
and of course, Negroes. 

At the 39th annual convention 
of the National Inter-Fraternity 
Conference in New York, accord- 
ing to the New York Times, 
David A. Embry, chairman, 
charge® that subversive elements 
on the nation’s campuses were 
mostly responsible for the wide- 
spread protest movement against 
restricted fraternities and sorori- 
ties. 

Mr. Embry said that fraterni- 
ties have the right to impose 
whatever membership restrictions 
they see fit. “There is nothing 
arbitrary or capricious or un- 
natural about fraternity member- 
ship restrictions based on race, 
ereed, or color, 

“The college fraternity is the 
closest knit, most intimate group 
to be found anywhere outside the 
family group. The members live 
together, eat together, sleep to- 
gether, date together, and share 
each other’s joys and sorrows. 
What then could be more natural, 
more important, than that in 
choosing new members. they 
should seek men with the same 
racial, religious, social and cul- 
tural backgrounds as their own?” 

It may take a moment to un- 
ravel this balderash, but it 
shouldn’t take any longer. Our 
colleges are training grounds for 
future leadership and if the cam- 
pus is forcibly divided up be 
tween Jew and non-Jew, White 
and Colored, then how easy is it 
fo the college man to carry this 
pattern with him over into the 
world at targe, and defend it as 
right. 

After Mr. Embry’s talk, the con- 
ference voted unanimoutly to set 
up a special committee to find a 
sclution for the problem, based 
on their chairman’s thinking. 
This unanimous vote means that . 
the Jewish fraternities, such as 
Zeta Beta Tau, Sigma Alpha Mu, 
Phi Epsilon Pi. etc., approved 
also. I wonder what Maurice Ja- 
cobs of The Jewish Publication 
Society of America thinks about 
this. He was president of the Na- 
tional Inter-Fraternity Council in 
1945, and for an additional year or 
two as I recall. 

Well here’s what Bob Segal 
wrote: 

“A companion resolution calis 
upon these 100 per cent Ameri- 
cans ‘to participate actively and 
_,intelligently in democratic proce- 

dures intended to combat subver- 
sive activities at the nation’s col- 
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leges.’ Let’s hold on to our hats: 
the same smug little group of 
faternity heads, with college pres- 
idents and college deans partici- 
pating, prostitute the word, ‘de- 
mocracy,’ in one resolution and 
sound the bugle. call for fighting 
‘subversives’ in the next. If a fur- 
ther resolution may be enter- 
tained, we would like to suggest 
establishment of a chair in Basic 
Double Talk. 

“It’s only when men run in 
packs that they lose their sense 
of decency,’ John Galsworthy 
once observed. ‘Individual man is 
more given to generosity than 
meanness, rarely brutal, inclines 
in fact to be a gentleman, It’s 
when you add three or four more 
to him that his sense of decency, 
his sense of personal responsibil- 
ity, his private standards go by 
the board.’ 

“Our friends in the Inter-Fra- 
ternity Conference pay heavy 
tribute to the satan of fear with- 
in them when they pass the reso- 
lution urging minority groups to 
form their own fraternities. This 
gratuitous advice comes 50 years 
too late. It was acted upon in the 
days of the grandfathers and 
fathers of the present college gen- 
eration, in the days before mass 
communication and the stream- 
lined tempo of world events. It 
was advice and action that gave 
strength to the acceptance of the 
nefarious quota immigration laws 
of this land. 

“It is advice that is completely 
counter to the spirit of the report 
of the President’s Civil Rights 
Committee, And finally, it is ad- 
vice that thousands upon thow 
sands of white Christian Ameri- 
cans are ashamed of because 
they have achieved emancipation 
from the dead and icy hand of 
yesteryear.” 

My own fraternity, Phi Alpha 
(Omega chapter at the University 
of North Carolina), put me on the 
spot by printing my editorial of 
about a month ago urging Jew- 
ish leaders to begin advising stu- 
dents not to join fraternities. I 
doubt that fraternities can do 
much to change. It is the system 
which is vicious. 

I haven’t talked with every 
Hillel Director, but those who 
would speak frankly tell me that 
the fraternities are the biggest 
obstacies in putting over their 
programs. 

I can recall the heartache, even 
now, 20 years later, of being 
looked over by Z. B. T. and ig- 
nored completely by T. E. P. I 
admit I wasn’t worth pledging. 
But from my own experience 
with rushing later on I know that 
the criteria are unfair and un- 
sound. The rich, the athletes are 
desirable fraternity material, or 
perhaps a brother was a mem- 
ber (or even a cousin or uncle) 
in a chapter at another school. 
Rather ridiculous, isn’t it, espe 
cially in the Jewish group? 

Yet to be truthful, I must con- 
fess that out of our small chap- 
ter I formed some of my life-long 
friendships. Whether I would 
have formed other friendships on 
the campus I have no way of 
knowing. But I do know that if 
my advice is asked my children 
will be “independent”, which is 
the campus terminology for those 
who either by their own or some- 
one else’s choice are not in a 
fraternity. (I don’t know enough 
about sororities to comment fair- 
ly, but the assumption is war- 
ranted that it, too, is a survival 
from the Middle Ages and serves 
no useful purpose today.) 

MANY people, some even who

‘ Emanu-El’s 


TERE are many logical grounds on which 

disassociation from the American Jewish 
Conference can be urged, but the reasons ad- 
vanced by Temple Emanu-El of New York have 
little validity. 

The resolution declares that “It (the UAHC) 
should have no affiliation with any continuing 
organization engaged in the consideration of 
or action upon matters of a domestic or inter- 
national political character.” 

The other point raised by the Congregation 
is: “The members of this Congregation, which 
is affiliated with the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations, do not believe that a re- 
ligious organization should confer any such 
authority as is contemplated upon any central 
organization.” 

Political action can be made into a terri- 
ble monster. It is, in fact, no such thing. 

The American Jewish Committee is using 
political action to attain the enactment of laws 
making it mandatory that equal justice be 
accorded the Negro. The Post contends that 
Temple Emanu-E] has a moral obligation to 
do all in its power to see that this legislation 
be adopted,

Why Not Test The Mann Plan?

Dr. Mann 
would hold a city-wide drive, much on the 
order of our fund-raising campaigns, with teams 
soliciting memberships not for any individual 
congregation but for all congregations so that 
a prospect would be signed up and then told 
to choose his affiliation,

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"NORTHERN, SOUTHERN JEWS 
DIFFERENT, EDUCA TOR FINDS *

ASICALLY the Jews of the 


States and those of the South are alike, 


northern sactiias of the United 
Their abilities and 


limitations stem from the same background, but outwardly the 
Jews of the North and the South are different from one another. 
Environment is the deciding factor, since the environment changes 


the outlets socially, economically, 
and emotionally. 

These observations were made 
by J. P. Marash who was brought 
up and, educated in New York 
™ City; who was with the Jewish 
Educational Alliance and with 
the Federal Prison Bureau in At- 
lanta, Ga., for three and a half 
years, and who is now executive 
director of‘the YMHA in Miami, 
Fila. 

The southern Jew is “so much 
a minority that he is forced into 
contact with non-Jews; being a 
member of a very small minority 
he either has to be alone and un- 
social, or associate more and 
more with Gentile neighbors. As 
a result the southern Jew is not 
provincial; he is aware of total 
community conditions and prob- 
lems. Situations that affect him 
non-Jewish neighbors affect him 
just as Seriously,” says Mr. 
Marash. 

New York Jews, Provincial 

On the other hand, the north- 
ern Jew—especially in New York 





where -Mr. Marash-is.most famil- 
iax—clings together; they live in 
the same section of the city; they 
go.to school and the synagogue 
with each other; they think in 
terms of the Jewish element, in 
terms of the Jewish community 
as a kind of competitor with the 
non-Jewish community. The New 
York Jew, according to Mr. Ma- 
rash, is provincial in that it is 
difficult for him to see that both 
the Jews and. the Gentiles, in 
some instances, are facing prob- 
lems common to both. 

At the same time one must not 
generalize too much about south- 
ern Jews, Mr. Marash warns. 
One must not make the mistaké 
of thinking Jews all over the 
South are exactly alike. There is 
no one type that is represénta- 
tive of all southern Jews, for 
again different locales raise dif- 
ferent questions .and the Jew 
must cope with them in different 
ways, 


In Atlanta, Ga., for instance,

“In. Atlanta it is a rare Jewish 
home that does not have a maid, 
for help isso cheap. A Negro 
woman can be hired to do house- 
work for the petty fee of from 
three to six dollars a week, We 
cannot blame the mother of. the 
home for taking advantage of 
this situation, so there is lots of 
help in the home. 


“The children become used to 
having things done for them, and 
the parents unwittingly encour- 
age this attitude. Why ‘should 
their child wash dishes or as- 
sume any chores in the home 
when a maid can do it at no. great 
cost? I don’t believe the Atlanta 
Jewish parents know what they 
are doing to their children.” 

The children’s dodging of re- 
sponsibility was “particularly 
evident in the Jewish educational 
classes we conducted there,” said 
Mr. Marash. “If teachers assigned 
work or started a project, we 
could not depend on the Jewish 
child to carry out any sustained, 
definite work. He would be inter- 
ested in the beginning but as 
soon as some time and effort 
soon as some time and effort were 
involved, he would make excuses 
or absent himself, or do it with 
such obvious disinterest. We were 
forced to resort to short time pro-

_ Miami Children Insecure 

In Miami, Mr. Marash*says he 
is faced by an altogether different 
type of problem. Since Miami is 
a new community, the major por- 
tion of the Jews have come here 


in the past ten years. The youth * 


still remembers with affection its 


old communities, its old friends, @ 


its old customs. These children 
were uprooted from their native 
homes without being consulted, 
and as a result, says Mr. Marash, 
are “scared”, Scared because they 
cannot make the adjustment of 
living in this city of transients. 
Here in Miami, with its annual 
influx of vacationers every win- 
ter and its outflux every spring, 
the atmosphere breathes instabil- 
ity. The Jewish children here are 
haunted because there'is nothing 
certain. They may be uprooted 
again at any moment; they are 
afraid of forming fast friendships 
for they may have to leave them 
as they did once before, or their 
friends may leave.” 

To cope with this situation Mr. 
Marash and other youth leaders 
of the Jewish young people’s 
group in Miami, must rely on 
short term projects to gain and
